Fiber optics come to town 


Cable system to improve in Provo

As part of a new contract which began Wednesday, 
work has started on a new cable system in Provo that will 
provide local subscribers with state of the art cable tech- 
nology. 

On April 4, the Provo City Council approved a new 
cable television franchise contract with TCI Cablevision. 
The term of the contract is 10 years and the work is now 
underway. 

As part of the contract, Provo City will receive five 
percent of TCI’s gross earnings within Provo City limits. 
Provo viewers will receive more than 40 channels in their 
homes via laser and fiber optic technology. 

“The benefit of fiber optics is not just quality; it’s reli- 
said Paul Venturella, 
general manager of TCI in Provo. 

In the past, Provo residents have expressed grievances 
to the Provo City Council over services provided by TCI. 

Venturella said the new Provo system will be the best in 
Utah and one of the best in the United States. 

“Only a handful of cable contractors in the country are 
using fiber optics,” Venturella said. 


Venturella said TCI is currently working on the initial 
phases of the project. 

“The first thing we want to do is get cable service to 
everyone who wants it,” Venturella said. “Then we will 
rebuild the system.” 

Another step that has begun is what Venturella called a 

“walk out” of the system. This involves walking along the 
present system and measuring it in order to design the 
new one. 

“Tf you can imagine walking every street in the entire 
City of Provo and measuring between every single pole; 
that’s what we have ahead of us,” Venturella said. 

He said the actual installation of the fiber optics should 
begin next spring. 

“Although the contract allows us three years to finish, 
we expect to be ahead of schedule,” Venturella said. 

“Tf all goes well, we really think it will only take two 
years,” he said. 

Although TCI expects to spend around $5 million on the 
project, Venturella said it will have very little effect on the 
price of services. 

“We will distribute that cost throughout the 10 years of 


the franchise contract. With that much time and that many 


people, it won’t amount to very much.” 


Ecuador, U.S. officials feel they do 
not have to inspect products from that 
country as closely as other countries, 
Madden said.

Madden said when word came last 
week that cholera had broken out in 
Chile, the FDA contacted U.S. agri- 
culture officials working there to 
make sure proper precautions were 
being taken.

Less than 6 percent of the produce consumed in the 
United States is imported from the countries where 
cholera has broken out. 

After months of testing samples of every produce ship- 
ment from Peru, where the epidemic is the worst, FDA 
officials said they were satisfied that fruits and vegetables 
from that country posed no threat. 

But samples are still being tested from every shipment 
of Peruvian seafood, which is more vulnerable to the 
disease, said Linda Wisniowski, FDA consumer safety 
officer. 

Last year, Peru shipped about 32 million pounds of 
seafood to the United States. 

The cholera epidemic broke out in Peru in January and 
soon swept to Ecuador. More than 1,300 people have died 
from the disease. 


The FDA quickly heightened inspections of food im-: 


ported from there, as it does whenever there is a disease 
outbreak in a country that sells to the United States. FDA 


The International Banana Association arranged for 
shipments of bananas to be tested by thé National Food 
Laboratory in Washington, D.C. 

Dan Funk, vice president of research and development 
for PPI Del Monte Tropical Fruit Co., said previous tests 
showed that cholera could not survive on bananas because 
the bacteria needs water to live and bananas are shipped 
dry. 

But, to make certain, the lab is testing new arrivals 
though no cholera has been found, he said. 

“We can’t afford to bring anything in that would even 
make people think they were sick,” said Funk. 

Madden said the disease is not much of a threat to the 
United States because of this country’s modern sewage 
treatment and clean water supply. 

But, if a person eats food which carries the bacteria, 
they will get sick, he said. 

“We want to assure the public we are checking foods 
coming into the country,” Madden said.

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Children losing touch with Mother Goose

GLENSIDE, Pa. — Jack and Jill 
went up the hill to fetch a pail of wa- 
ter, but then what did Jack do? Many 
youngsters didn’t know, said a re- 
searcher who is worried ‘the nation 
may be forgetting Mother Goose. 

“We've. made Walt Disney our sto- 
ryteller,” Bette Goldstone, an educa- 
tion professor at Beaver College, said 
before she marked Mother Goose Day 
on Wednesday as proclaimed by the 
Mother Goose Society of Melrose 
Park. 

“We're not losing the fairy tales. 
They’ve all been converted to car- 
toons and motion pictures,” she said. 

Mother Goose has a lot of educa- 
tional value for youngsters and some 


teachers are taking advantage of it, 


Goldstone said. 

“You're speaking in their language 
pattern. That’s how propaganda 
works,” she said. “Kids like to play 
with language. This is more relevant 
for them than Care Bears or Rambo.” 

Goldstone surveyed 150 preschool- 
ers in suburban Philadelphia during 
the past two years to determine their 
knowledge of six basic Mother Goose 
rhymes. Thirty percent couldn’t say 
where they learned about Mother 
Goose or said they hadn’t heard of it. 

More than a third of the children 
surveyed didn’t know “Jack Be Nim- 
ble,” “Hey Diddle Diddle,” or “Little 
Miss Muffet,” the survey said. More 
than a quarter didn’t know “Pat-A- 
Cake.” 


Nearly a third of the youngsters 
didn’t know all of “Jack and Jill.” 

The rhymes mirror children’s lan- 
guage patterns, Goldstone said. 

“Hey Diddle Diddle” is a prime 
rhyme example, as is the alliteration 
of “Peter Peter Pumpkin Eater,” she 
said. 

Many teachers use Mother Goose to 
teach reading skills, showing pupils 
on paper the poems many have memo- 
rized from their even younger days. 
Other teachers use the lessons to 
teach proper behavior. 

“But there’s more than that. There 
are counting rhymes (“One Two, 
Buckle My Shoe), alphabet rhymes 
(“A is for apple, B bit it, C cut it ...), 
and months of the year (“30 Days 
Hath September),” Goldstone said. 


“Tf the kids had this, there would be 
fewer gaps in their knowledge,” she 
said. 

An English critic wrote in 1641 that 
the poems were inappropriate for 
children, and in 1952 researchers 
compiled a list of 40 topics they con- 
sidered taboo. 

The unsigned list, which Goldstone 
has shared with her children’s litera- 
ture class at the college, said the body 
of Mother Goose work includes eight 
allusions to murder, two chokings, 
deaths by squeezing, starvation, boil- 
ing and hanging; one body snatching; 
eight whippings, 14 thefts and one 
case of lunacy. 

“T don’t know if the children under- 
stand the violence deeply,” said 
Sherry Goodman, a preschool teacher 


in Montgomery County. 

“They find real violence in Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles,” she said. 
“They don’t look on Mother Goose in 
that way.” 

Other critics allege promiscuity, as 
n “Georgy Porgy,” who kissed the 
girls and made them ery, and the 
abuse of the wife of “Peter Peter 
Pumpkin Eater,” who kept his wife in 
a pumpkin shell. 

Goldstone also surveyed 92 of her 
college students and found some 
found the poems too violent or sexist, 
but virtually all said the rhymes pro- 
moted language development. 

Ms. Goodman said Mother Goose is 
an important first step in education. 

“It’s their introduction to reading,” 
she said.

Former prime minister challenges Yeltsin 


MOSCOW — Former Prime Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov, a friend and ally of 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, plans to challenge Boris Yeltsin for the presidency of 
the Russian republic in June elections, Soviet media reported Wednesday. 

Ryzhkov, 61, has been so closely tied to Gorbachev that he may be viewed as 
a proxy for the Soviet president in the campaign against Yeltsin, Gorbachev’s 
bitter antagonist. 

In a newspaper interview published Wednesday, Ryzhkov said representa- 
tives of large enterprises and delegates to last week’s meeting of the Commu- 
nist Party Central Committee had urged him to run in the June 12 vote. 

“Tf I am accorded this great honor and nominated for the post of president, 
then I am prepared to enter the election campaign,” the daily Komsomolskaya 
Pravda quoted him as saying. 

There are at least seven candidates for the presidency of the giant Russian 
federation. The Russian parliament created the new post after 77 percent of 
the republic’s electorate voted for the idea in a Feb. 17 referendum. 

At the head of the pack of candidates is Yeltsin, 60, the parliament’s 
chairman. Numerous opinion polls have showed him to be among the country’s 
most popular politicians, usually ranked ahead of Gorbachev. 

Ryzhkov served as prime minister from 1985 until December. 


Allies expand northern Iraq safety zone 


EAST OF AMADIYAH, Iraq — Allied military forces will expand their 
security zone in northern Iraq on Thursday, pushing 25 miles eastward to 
secure an area for a second camp for returning Iraqi Kurdish refugees, officials 
said. Elite American reconnaissance forces probed even deeper into Iraqi 
territory in missions beyond the limits of the security zone. 

Allied forces told Iraqi representatives on Wednesday to withdraw their 
security forces from the area near Amadiyah and Suriya, and by nightfall 
there were indications they had begun to leave, said military spokesman Lt. 
remain in Amadiyah, said an allied military statement issued Wednesday. 
U.S. officials noted that the new security zone encompasses Saddam Hussein’s 
summer palace. “This is a careful movement by the combined task force to 
provide the refugees the necessary sense of security to leave the mountains 
and either enter the second temporary community or return home,” said U.S. 
Lt. Gen. John Shalikashvili, the commander of the allied forces, in the state- 
ment. 


Stuck satellite delays critical experiment 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Discovery’s astronauts encountered trouble 
Wednesday after a “Star Wars” research satellite was released and got stuck 
in the wrong position, delaying a critical experiment. 

Twice commands were sent to the satellite to correct its alignment, and 
twice the spacecraft moved the wrong way. NASA blamed one error on 
ground operators and said it was mystified by the other. 

The third attempt succeeded, and the seven astronauts quickly got ready to 
observe engine exhaust plumes of the shuttle. The crew also planned to 
observe the plume of smaller steering firing jets as part of a missile-detecting 
experiment for the Pentagon. 

The first observation of a maneuvering engine burn was rescheduled for 
Wednesday evening, when two other burns were also planned. Two other 
burns are scheduled for Thursday. 

“T do not anticipate this is going to cost us any plume burns,” NASA flight 
director Bob Castle said. 

The satellite trouble began a few hours after the crew successfully released 
the $94 million spacecraft 161 miles above Earth. 


15 hospitals return to high death rate list 


WASHINGTON — Federal health officials Wednesday named 161 hospi- 
tals with higher-than-expected death rates for Medicare patients, including 15 
that have had high rates for four years in a row. Six of the 15 were in Puerto 
Rico. 

In all, about three percent of the nation’s more than 5,600 hospitals were 
found to have death rates significantly higher than expected, about the same 
proportion as in earlier years. The information, contained in the government’s 
fourth annual report compiling hospital-by-hospital data in 25 volumes, is 
designed to give consumers a yardstick to use in choosing a hospital. 

“In general, hospitals in this country, given the kinds of measurements we 
are using, appear to be performing well,” said Gail Wilensky, head ofthe 
Health Care Financing Administration, which runs the Medicare program.

Angolan civil war ends 
16 years of fighting leaves 300,000 dead

ESTORIL, Portugal — The An- 
golan government and the guerrilla 
force that has battled with U.S. and 
South African backing since 1975 
signed an agreement Wednesday to 
end their civil war. 

The 1,500-page accords call for an 
internationally monitored cease-fire 
to take effect in June and for the first 
multiparty elections in the southern 
African nation to happen in the fall of 
1992. 

“Tn these talks there are no winners 
or losers,” said Durao Barroso, the 
Portuguese negotiator. “If these ac- 
cords are respected...the only winner 
will be Angola and the Angolan peo- 

le.” 

: The accords were initialed for the 
rebels by Jeremias Chitunda, vice 
president of the National Union for 
the Total Independence of Angola, or 


UNITA; and by Territorial Adminis- 
tration Minister Lopo do Nascimento 
for Angola’s government. Durao Bar- 
roso also initialed the accords. 

The two sides have until May 15 to 
communicate their final acceptance of 
the accords to the Portuguese gov- 
ernment. The fighting should end by 
midnight that day, although the offi- 
cial cease-fire date is two weeks later. 

Savimbi and President Jose Edu- 
ardo dos Santos of Angola are ex- 
pected to formally sign the cease-fire 
later this month to put an official end 
to one of Africa’s longest and bloodi- 
est wars. The war has left about 
300,000 dead, devastated the econ- 
omy of the mineral-rich nation of 
about 8.8 million people, and pitted 
South Africa and the United States 
alongside UNITA against the Cuban- 
and Soviet- backed government. 

United Nations troops will super- 
vise the cease-fire.

Skin cancer is the most common 
type of cancer, but it is usually treat- 
able if it is detected early, said 
Jeanette Black, an administrative as- 
sistant with the American Cancer So- 
ciety. 

If melanomas are detected early 
there isia 90 percent survival rate if 
they are localized, Marr said. If the 
melanomas spread the survival rate 
dramatically decreases. 

The warning conditions for skin 
cancer include any unusual skin condi- 
tion or change in color or size of a mole 
or other dark or pigmented areas, 
Marr said. Also, changes in sensation, 
itchiness, tenderness, or pain and 
sealiness, oozing and bleeding are 
warning conditions. 

The ABCD warning signals may be 
used to detect melanomas, Marr said. 

“A” stands for asymmetric. This is 
where one half of the mole does not 
match the other side. 

“B” stands for border irregularity. 
This is where edges are ragged or 
blurred. 

“C” stands for color. This is where 
the pigmentation is not uniform or 
there is a change in color. 

“D” stands for diameter. This is

where the mole is greater than six 
millimeters. 

Donaldson said there is often a lag 
time of 20 years or more before evi- 
dence of the skin cancer shows up. 

Dr. Virginia Armstrong from the 
McDonald Health Center said skin 
cancer is more common in older age 
groups, ages 40 and older. 

At the McDonald Health Center, 
skin cancer can be diagnosed, Arm- 
strong said. 

But people with skin cancer are 
sent to cancer specialists. 

Donaldson said that to guard 
against skin cancer a person should 
tan gradually. 

“We think that burning is more

dangerous than tanning,” he said. 

But even tanning has some risk. 
“There is no such thing as a safe tan,” 
Donaldson said. 

“Whether being done gradually in 
the sun or in a tanning booth, there is 
still some danger to the skin.” 

Donaldson advises the use of hats, 
sunscreen and the avoidance of the 
mid-day sun, between 11 a.m. and 3 
p-m., because there is more ultravio- 
let light between that time. 

The American Cancer Society will 
be offering free skin cancer screening 
clinics in May throughout Utah.

BYU faculty hired 
onamoral basis

At the end of each semester, BYU 
students have the opportunity to 
evaluate faculty members on their 
ability to teach the subject material. 

But the evaluation doesn’t stop 
with the teacher’s knowledge of the 
secular. Students are also asked if 
their teachers try to bring gospel in- 
sights into class discussions, and if 
they set good gospel examples. 

William Wilson, the chairman of 
the English Department, said poten- 
tial faculty members go through an 
extensive screening process before 
they are hired. 

“It’s important that the person is 
someone of high principles,” Wilson 
said. 

Potential faculty must first have a 
bishop's approval. Then*they are in- 
terviewed by a general authority. 
Other interviews are held with mem- 
bers of BY U’s administration and fac- 
ulty in the department they want to 
work for, Wilson said. 

He said although he doesn’t tell 
teachers what to teach in the English 
Department, he wants teachers who 
aren’t afraid to show their faith to the 
students. 

Wilson said the evaluation may not 
be the best way to determine a faculty 
member’s spirituality. 

“They’re too subjective. You can’t 
determine a faculty member’s spiritu- 
ality on the basis of those evaluations. 
Spirituality is very difficult to mea- 
sure,” he said. 

Charlene Budge, a 22-year-old se- 
nior majoring in accounting from 
Clarksburg, Md., said teachers need 
to be careful not to distract or confuse 
students by bringing religious topics 
into a discussion when they’re really 
not necessary. Students then can. tell 
teachers are just satisfying a require- 
ment, she said. 

“A lot of it has to do with their 
teaching ability. Some are really good 
at bringing it around when it’s appro- 
priate,” Budge said. 

David Foster, an adjunct professor 
of psychology, said he doesn’t try to 
incorporate religion into his subject 
material. Unless the lecture topic in- 
cludes moral values or other subjects 
in psychology that lend themselves to 


gospel discussion, time usually isn’t 
available to discuss religion, he said. 

Foster said a “half-half course,” one 
which spends as much time on religion 
as on the assigned subject material, is 
not fair to students. 

“Psychology is psychology and 
that’s what the students want to learn 
about. They wouldn’t want religion 
incorporated to the exclusion of learn- 
ing the material.” 

Kartsi Leppaluoto, a 22-year-old 
sophomore from Oulu, Finland, ma- 
joring in Teaching English as a Sec- 
ond Language, has attended two 
other universities not supported by 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. She said because she is 
not a member of the LDS church, it 
took some adjusting on her part to get 
used to teachers making religious 
comments in class. 

She said incorporating religion into 


a secular setting does have some posi-..., 


tive affects. “The teacher is taken 
more seriously by the students, gen- 
erally.” 

She also said students may take 
academics more seriously because of 
religious convictions. “At San Diego 
State, the library isn’t full on Satur- 
day nights,” she said. 

But Leppaluoto said many times 
references are made to the Book of 
Mormon, Another Testament of Je- 
sus Christ, which she feels are unnec- 
essary. “Sometimes it annoys me 
when it’s out of the blue.” 

Sharon Swenson, a faculty member 
in the Theatre and Film Department, 
said BYU may not be quite as differ- 
ent as faculty and students would like 
to believe when it comes to religious 
discussions in the classroom. 

She said almost all disciplines lend 
themselves to some religious view. 
“University classes are increasingly 


_ adding subjects about values. Almost 


always there is an attitude taken to- 
ward the spiritual.” 

She said because contemporary 
film is often at odds with many LDS 
values, this alone often invites a spiri- 
tual discussion.

Nolan Ryan pitches 
7th career no-hitter

ARLINGTON, Texas — Nolan 
Ryan pitched his seventh no-hitter 
Wednesday night in the most domi- 
nating performance of his amazing 
quarter-century career. 

Ryan, 44, struck out 16 and shut 
down the best-hitting team in the ma- 
jor leagues as the Texas Rangers beat 
the Toronto Blue Jays 3-0. 

Ryan, who became the oldest to 
pitch a no-hitter last season with his 
record sixth against the Oakland A’s, 
allowed only two runners, and neither 
made it past first base. He walked 


Kelly Gruber on a 3-2 pitch in the first 


inning and walked Joe Carter on a 
full-count pitch in the seventh. 

The Blue Jays, leading the majors 
with a .276 average, did not hit a sin- 
gle ball hard and flailed helplessly at 
his assortment of fastballs, sharp 
curves and changeups. The closest 
they came to ahit was in the sixth on 
Manuel Lee’s blooper to center field, 
which Gary Pettis caught on the run 
at his shoetops. 

The crowd of 33,439 chanted “No- 
lan! No-lan!” as he took the mound in 
the ninth, and Ryan (2-2) did not dis- 
appoint his hometown fans. He re- 
tired Lee and Devon White on routine 
grounders and finished his gem by 
striking out a swinging Roberto Alo- 
mar. 

Ryan, baseball’s all-time strikeout 
king, has pitched three more no-hit- 
ters than anyone. Sandy Koufax is 
next with four. 

Ryan was mobbed in the middle of 
the field when the game ended, and 
the fans refused to leave.

Henderson set the single-season 
standard for steals with 180 in 1982, 
breaking Brock’s mark of 118 in 1974.

WASHINGTON — The House Interior Committee has 
voted to approve reauthorization of the Central Utah 
Project and wrap it into an omnibus reclamation bill. 

The committee also voted Wednesday to accept a com- 
promise over reclamation reform — the same provisions 


that killed the measure late last year. 


Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., acting chairman of the 
committee, accepted three amendments offered by Rep. 


Richard Lehman, D-Calif.. 


They substantially softened the bill’s effect on Califor-

SALT LAKE CITY — Associated 
Dental Benefits Corporation of Salt 
Lake offers a co-insurance group den- 
tal plan which requires dentists to 
submit to yearly tests for the AIDS 
virus. 

The company is one of the first in 
the state to require the tests. 

“We think the public feels good that 
we have enough regard for their 
safety to ensure that the highest stan- 
dards be implemented,” Lindsay At- 
wood, general manager of ADB, said 
Tuesday. 

Some dentists, including Dr. A.J. 
Smith, vice president of the Utah 
Dental Association, contend the risk 
of transmission from dentist to pa- 
tient, if using preventive measures 
such as masks and gloves, is minimal. 

“If anything, we’ve learned that 
the AIDS virus is not as easily trans- 
mitted as we previously thought,” he 
- said. 

Smith added, however, that he is 
_ not against testing if patients are 


tested as well. 

“We're not guaranteeing that the 
dentists are AIDS-free because that’s 
virtually impossible,” said Salt Lake 
dentist Scott H. Dahlquist, an ADB 
Corp. provider. 

“But what we’re doing is raising 
standards to ensure safety as much as 
possible,” he said. 

Atwood said more than 30 Wasatch 
Front dentists are participating in the 
5-month-old insurance program. 

Quality-care requirements dentists 
must meet include strict sterilization 
control procedures and regular hep- 
atitis B vaccinations. 

Merits of testing have been the cen- 
ter of debate following allegations 
that a Florida dentist, who has since 
died of AIDS, infected three of his 
patients. 

Following the claims by re- 
searchers at the Centers for Disease 
Control, the American Dental Associ- 
ation urged dentists who are HIV- 
positive to inform patients prior to 
performing invasive procedures, such 
as surgery.
